Appeals Board 
likely to reject 
’ Regency Place 


. WILMINGTON - Proponents 
for the proposal to construct a 
housing complex with 120 units 
on West Street will appear for 
the final time before the 
Wilmington Board of Appeals 
on Monday, July 21. 

Daring a meeting on July 7, 
the‘board chose to postpone its 
vote on the proposal, called 
Regency Place, until later this 
month, in order to have a writ- 
ten decision to be drawn up by 
Wilmington’s new Town 
Counsel, which is the firm 
Deutsche, Williams, Brooks, 
DeRensis & Holland, PC. The 
Postponement was necessary in 
order to allow time for the new 
counsel to review all files and 
documentation pertaining to 
the q 

“Unfortunately, the new Town 
Counsel came in at a bad time 
for this,” stated BOA Chairman 
Charles Boyle. 

Since Deutsche, Williams, etc. 
will represent the town in any 
potential appeals of the vote, it 
was agreed that the firm should 


be the ones to draft the deci- 
sion. The firm was appointed 
to the position of Town Counsel 
on June 16 after the Board of 
Selectmen chose not to re- 
appoint then-Town Counsel 
Michael Newhouse. 

According to BOA member 
Daniel Wandell, Jr, the board 
will, by law, have to vote on the 
matter during its July 21 meet- 


ing. 

“We have to vote on it within 
40 days after the hearing, which 
would be no later than July 26,” 
Wandell stated. 

The BOA is not expected to 
vote in favor of the proposed 
complex. 

In order to have Town 
Counsel’s written decision 
ready to be signed immediately 
following the vote, BOA mem- 
bers made their positions 
known through what Boyle 
described as a straw vote.

Hospital experiences anthrax scare 


WINCHESTER - On Monday, 
July 7, Winchester Hospital 
officials reported no feedback 
from patients, staffers or oth- 
ers after an anthrax scare on 
‘Thursday night. 

“All the patients and people 
we contacted on Thursday 
night were thankful for our call 
and concern,” said Mark 
Whitney of the hospital. 

At approximately 10:45 p.m. 
on Thursday, July 3, an employ- 
ee of a North Reading branch 
of the US Post Office arrived in 
the Winchester Hospital emer- 
gency department waiting area 
aiter reporting an exposure to a 
white powdery substance at the 
Post Office. 

“As soon as the Emergency 
Room Staff were made aware 
of the postal worker’s concern, 
they separated him from the 
other patients in our waiting 
area and immediately coordi- 
nated with the local fire depart-

ment, the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health 
and the Centers for Disease 
Control,” said hospital officials. 

Samples of the substance 
were taken from the Post Office 
to DPH where they were tested. 
Shortly after 1 a.m. on Friday 
morning the hospital received a 
call from Dr. DeMaria at DPH 
notifying that DPH test results 
showed that the substance was 
not anthrax, or another haz- 
ardous material, and in fact 
was consistent with pill residue. 

As a_ precaution, the 
Emergency Room Staff took 
the names and phone numbers 
of all patients and staff who 
were in the emergency depart- 
ment when the postal employee 
arrived, so that the hospital 
could notify them when the 
DPH made the testing results 
available. 

The hospital had already con- 
tacted all of the involved 


patients and informed them 
that there is no reason for con- 
cern, said Whitney on Friday 
morning. 

Dr. DeMaria of DPH assured 
the hospital that at this point 
there was no need for concern. 
Although there have been sev- 
eral scares, there have been no 
documented cases of exposure 
to powdered anthrax in 
Massachusetts. 

The exposed postal worker 
has returned home and the hos- 
pital has returned to normal 
operations and is currently 
accepting patients.

The second phase identified 
22 locations that the EPA 
deemed potential risk sites for 
biological contamination. All 
but two of the spots were in 
either the 38-acre Wells G & H 
wetland area or the former 
cranberry bog off Washington 
Street in Woburn. 

In those instances, the EPA 
detected elevated levels of met- 
als - primarily arsenic, along 
with antimony, chromium, cop- 
per, lead, mercury and zine - in 
river sediment. 

The study examined fish, sed- 
iment-dwelling invertebrates, 
muskrats, mallard ducks, green 
herons, and short-tailed shrews. 

The results are fairly consis- 
tent with those from the first

phase of the study, which exam- 
ined human health risks. 

In the second phase of the 
study, there was one surprise in 
that the two locations outside of 
Woburn the EPA identified as 
potential ecological risk areas 
were in the Upper Mystic Lake 
in Winchester. 

The third phase of the EPA 
risk assessment study is 
expected to be released in the 
fall. It will focus on the area to 
the north of Route 128, the for- 
mer Industri-Plex area that 
could be the source of at least 
some of the contamination. 

The format for the Thursday, 
July 24 meeting will likely be 
similar to the one when the 
results were released for the 
first phase of the Aberjona 
study, EPA officials will 
describe at length their meth- 
ods, results and the impact of 
the contamination, followed by 
a question-and-answer session 
with the audience.

What did Bob Cain say on 
November 25, 2002? “A good 
liar can beat a lie detector 
test.” He should know. You. 
know what scares me? Just’ 
the mere fact that Bob Cain 
PASSED the lie detector test 
scared the living hell out of me. 
In all sincerity, I never had any 
faith in that investigation since 
day one. It was nothing more 
than an attempt to unseat me. 

The U.S. Supreme Court has 
ruled that polygraph tests are 
nothing more than “junk sci- 
ence.” Lie detector tests are 
not admissible in any court in 
Massachusetts.

are expected to vote against the 
proposal while Boyle intends to 
vote in favor of it. 

Wandell has been fairly vocal 
in his opposition to the propos- 
al since it first came before the 
BOA. He cites excessive traffic, 
in a largely residential area, 
and Wilmington’s ongoing 
water issues as primary factors 
for his decision. 

The town has closed 5 of its 9 
wells due to contamination 
from the Olin Chemical Plume, 
and possibly from the Maple 
Meadow Landfill. In response 
to the situation, the town has 
established a stringent outdoor 
watering ban that threatens to 
become a total outdoor water- 
ing ban due to the town’s cur- 
rent dependency on outside 
sources for its water supply. 

Boyle considers the project to 
be acceptable and in the best 
interests of the town.

Regency Place is expected to 
appeal the decision to the state, 
which has a history of over- 
turning local boards under 
Chapter 40B of the 
Massachusetts General Laws. 

Chapter 40B refers to the 
state’s affordable housing law, 
which mandates that each town 
provide a minimum of 10 per- 
cent of its housing stock as 
affordable. Only 29 out of the 
351 cities and towns in 
Massachusetts currently meet 
the state-mandated 10 percent. 

Chapter 40B, in essence, gives 
the state the authority to over- 
rule municipal government in 
regard to the permitting of pro- 
posed housing developments, 
provided the developer has allo- 
cated a minimum of 25 percent 
of-the project as affordable. 

If the state issues a compre- 
hensive permit for a develop- 
ment that had previously been 
denied by the municipality, an 
appeal process is in place for 
the local board to continue the 
fight. 

Regency would naturally pre- 
fer to receive approval at the 
local level and has offered a 
substantial amount of mitiga- 
tion for traffic and other con- 
cerns in exchange for an 
approval. 

“All of the mitigation offered 
will be off the table with a dis- 
approval,” stated Boyle. 

The proposal, hotly contested 
by area residents, was original- 
ly brought before the BOA on 


December 1, 2002 and has 
appeared on the board’s agenda 
several occasions since. 

The proposed complex, which 
would sit on nearly 12 acres on 
West Street between Suncrest 
Avenue and Industrial Avenue, 
would be made up of 5 buildings 
with 24 units each. A total of 24 
units scattered throughout the 
facility are slated as affordable 
housing, but since the entire 
project is made up of rentals, it 
will effectively push the town’s 
total affordable housing from 
approximately 7 percent up to 
nearly 9 percent. Each build- 
ing would house two three-bed- 
room units, sixteen two-bed- 
room units, and six one-bed- 
room units for a grand total of 
220 bedrooms in the complex. 

State Representative James 
Miceli has been a vocal oppo- 
nent of the project since its 
inception. 

“The people that live there 
have already been annihilated 
by the development in that 
area,” Miceli stated at the 
December 1 meeting of the 
BOA. “I think you've got many 
reasons to turn this down, most 
importantly, the residents 
impacted by this. They don't 
deserve what they have, never 
mind what you are proposing. 
We have done our share (refer- 
ring to Pouliot Place and the 
two Avalon Oaks complexes). 
We have bit the bullet and 
we've been unhappy.”

Twenty-two locals putting 
on pads for summer season

NORTH READING - Many 
sportswriters, analysts and 
fans will say that professional 
football is the most popular 
sport in the country. But pro- 
fessional football is just one 
brand of this hugely popular 
game. All over the country, 
hundreds of men compete in 

semi-professional leagues. 

Many of these athletes have 
played high school and col- 
lege football and a few have 
even played for the Arena 
Football League and for the 
biggest football league in the 
country - the National 
Football League, 

But unlike players in the 
NFL, these men are not paid 
salaries and have to pay for 
their own equipment — hel- 
mets, pads and any other sup- 
plies. What makes that fair, 
though, is that the league is 
voluntary. Players are not 
contractually obligated to be 
on the team or to come to 
practices or games. It is 
strictly love of the game of 
football that keeps these 
semi-professional leagues 
together. 

Here locally, the Middlesex 
Mayhem begins their season 
this week and owner Randy 
Johnson, of Wilmington, 
states that the difference 
between the NFL and semi- 
pro leagues is that “semi-pro 
players are real people”, 

meaning they have jobs and 
lives lives besides football and that 


a Boston based league with 
its first teams coming from 
Charlestown, Boston and 


Roxbury. 

It has since then grown to 
include, at one time or anoth- 
er, teams from Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Rhode 
Island, New York, New 
Jersey, Connecticut and 
Massachusetts. It has existed 
for 42 years solely on fund- 
raisers, player dues and 
money given to it by sponsors. 

Unfortunately for the teams 
in the Eastern Football 
League, a glance at the list of 
teams who have won the 
league championship since 
1983 will reveal a similar pat- 
tern to that of Major League 
Baseball; unrelenting domi- 
nation by one team. In 19 
years, from 1983 to 2002, the 
Marlboro Shamrocks have 
won 17 league championships. 

Johnson graduated from 
Wilmington High School in 
1993 and played baseball and 
football. Recently he was a 
player for the Lowell 
Nor’easters but left the 
league to start the Mayhem 
franchise in the Eastern 
Football League last year. 

Johnson teammed up with 
Rob Patterson — a former 
WHS football assistant coach 
— to be the coach, and the two 
of them formed a team which 
began play last year, and are 
ready to work hard on the 
gridiron beginning this week. 
This year’s team features 38 
players, including 17 who 
come from Wilmington, five 
from Tewks- bury, three play- 
ers from Bedford, two from 
Billerica and single players 
from Everett, Beverly, 
Dracut, Taunton, ,Townsend, 
Burlington, Leomin- ster, 
Melrose, Dorchester and 
Lawrence, 

This year’s roster has sever- 
al former high 
school and collegiate players 
led by Jamie Campbell, who 
had a tremendous career at 
Merrimack College as a line- 
backer after spending four 
seasons at WHS. The -5-foot- 
10, 185-pounder will most like- 
ly play the same position for 
the Mayem.

You may pay less 
for a fence of inferior quality 
material installed by less expe- 
rienced installers, but in the 
Jong run, you may end up pay- 
ing more if you have to replace 
the fence sooner,” Brown said 

For example, two quotes for 
a chain-link fence may not be 
comparable. “Chain-link fence 
comes in different weights and 
gauges. While substandard 


chain-link is less expensive, it 
will not perform as well, and 
may warp or bend if a man 
climbs the fence, or if a car 
lightly back into it,” Brown 
explained 

Other materials, like wood, 
also come in varying grades, 
and ornamental iron offers dif- 
ferent types of coating. “It’s 
important to choose the right 
coating for your ornamental 
iron, based on weather, humidi- 
ty, and other factors. An 
approximate coating can 
extend the life of your fence 
significantly,” Brown said. 

In addition the experience 
of the fence company and its 
installers is crucially important 
to sound installation.
